7,000 Acres Under Cultivation- 


Notes of the Trip. 


ARGESTA, ILL., July 8,18S7. 


EDS. REPUBLICAN: Your correspondent, In 


company with General State Agent Baylls, the 
other day visited the beautiful farm ot Allerton, 
In Piatt county, six hours drive Irom Argenta, 
and was most hospitably entertained by A. C. 
Thompson. After a pleasant drive we arrived 
at the farm house about noon, lust In time to 
see the army of men flic In to dinner. There 
were thirty-eight ol these men. 
We found on 


driving over the farm wheat in shock uml some 
that had not yet been cut. Mr. Thompson in- 
formed us that he had four hundred and eighty 
acres In wheat, and sixteen hundred acres in 
corn, which are iu good condition. A part of 
the corn is now in tassel. We visited the differ- 
ent herds of cattle as they were scattered about 
the farm. Sixteen hundred of these were being 
Jed, and are expected to be ready for market In 
September. We, fonnil the stock well watered 
by use of windmills; they had fifteen of these 
pumping water, and besides these numerous 
springs with pipes leading to large troughs or 
tanks. Every tank was full of water, and many 
of them were placed in pleasant, shady places, 
where stock could drink and hi- down and rest 
in the shade. But with all these they thought 
they had not enough of windmills, and gave us 
great encouragement as agents for the same- to 
bring two of our mills to them a little later. 


Sir. Thompson informed us that the farm is to 


be cut up into llftcen fr.rms, hence building ol 
houses and barns in the order ol the day, as 
several are in process of construction. The 
most notifiable feature of all is the perfect 
sys- 


tem by which the farm is run. Every man w orks 
like a machine, quietly and obediently; ever> 
man seems to know his part, while the manager 
looksou with seeming cool indillcrenee.hnl wilh 
erery interest at heart. The men were diieeted 
by his eyes, and not hy words. The perfect s>s- 
teni of opevatiug this quiet farm of seven thous 
and acres is quite a credit to Manager Thompson. 


We returned to Argenta very much pleased 


with our day's dn\e. 
Mr. li.iyhs was much 


pleased with our town, Hie improvements, I he 
business transacted, and liked tho general la> 
of the surrounding country, lie talked trade to 
11 r. Dan tiarver, but Dau \ery wiselj and M' 
venely remarked that he was near enough to 
Jacksoirvllle, but that he was alraid he would 
go there without his consc.nl. Mr. Ba>Us resides 
in Jacksonville, but tins would be a \erv la\oia- 
ble location lor a music store, sewing machine 
and windmill olliee combined.
